THE WAR CRIMES 
OF TOMORROW 


On a popular TV program last 
night the question was asked, as 
we have often asked ourselves, who 
would be tried for war crimes after 
the next war? We were surprised 
at the general opinion on this pa- 
nel that the dropping of the atomic 
bomb by the United States on Hiro- 
shima was in itself one of the great 
war crimes of World War II, 

(lt was interesting to hear the 
rebuttal by the United States vis- 
itor on the panel who had acted 
as a prosecutor at the Nueremburg 
trials. 

There is always the question as 
to where moral responsibility and 
personal responsibilities towards 
the higher authorities jin time of 
war come in conflict. General Tay- 
lor, U.S., volunteered the infor- 
mation that more Japanese people 
were Killed by fire bombs over 
Tokyo, than were killed by the Hir- 
oshima bomb. 

Under the present day equipment 
it is impossible to conduct a “gen- 
tleman'’s war. There was a lot of 


|bitter relations on both sides. The 


Conventry raid in England inspired 
the heavy bombing raids over Ger- 
many, where in one raid more than 
40,000 people of Hamburg lost their 
lives. The Allies were so certain 
that Germany would capitulate 
early when they saw for themselves 
what the war was doing to them, 
but Hitler kept them fighting on 
to their ultimate destruction. 
Thus we had the revelation of 
the terrible concentration camps, 
such as Belchen, and the infamous 
Japanese prisoner of war camps. 
Camrose has a pair of Japanese 
internment victims in the persons 
of Mr, and Mrs. Kramers. It is 
hard to hear their story and re- 
tain one's poise in thinking and

SOW THISTLE: Many farmers 
are concerned at this time with 
the control of perennial sow thistle. 
This bad weed, along with Canada 
thistle, has been spreading to 
many new areas and is rather dif- 
ficult to handle unless you recog- 
nize and know how to deal with 
the peculiar characteristics of this 
weed. 


Sow thistle starts to grow quite 
late, after the crops are well along, 
but it grows very fast after it em- 
erges so that at heading time for 
cereal crops, sow thistle isn’t very 
far behind. This very feature has 
complicated the chemical control 
of this weed since, when using 
2.4-D as in years past, we had to 
spray the crop when it was in a 
safe stage; namely before it reach- 
ed the shot blade stage. 

As a result of this early spraying, | 
much of the sow thistle had not 
yet emerged and that which had 
emerged was Still so very small 
that relatively little control was 
experienced from the use of the 
2,4-D. 

Fortunately we now have a weed 
Spray that can be used safely on 
oats, aS well as barley, wheat and 
flax at practically any stage from 
the very early to the headed stage. 
The best advice we can give you 
now if you have sow thistle is this: 

1, Let your crops reach the stage 
where they are almost ready to 
head out, or until you are satisfied 
that the sow thistle plants are all 
a fair height, 

2. Spray with MCP Ester at the 
gate of from 8 to 10 ounces acid 
per acre, 

3. Adjust your sprayer to deliver 
five gallons or more of water per 
fcre, pr

Why not freeze 
some of the extra stalks? 

Here are some points to remem- 
ber when freezing rhubarb: 

USE tender stalks. 

PREPARE fruit while fresh 

PACK fruit in air-tight contain- 
ers that are moisture capor proof. 

COLOR and flavor are certained 
more satisfactorily if raw rhubarb 
is cooled immediately after being 
blanched for one minute. 

LEAVE one-half inch headspace 
in the package. Freeze immed- 
fately after packing.

METHOD ONE:— 

Cut in 1” pieces and use 2 cups 
of sugar to 4lbs., (11 cups) of fruit 
or packed in 1 to 1 syrup. 

METHOD TWO:— 


Cut in uniform 8” to 10” 


lengths. Wrap stalks in bundles 
and freeze. 

METHOD THREE:— 

Cook for sauce, sweeten to 


taste. Cook before packaging.

CHEMICAL WEED CONTROL 
KNOW THE FACTS 

Farm Seherience has proved be- 
yond a doubt that weeds in growing 
grain crops can be effectively and 
profitably controlled through the 
proper use of chemicals, A brief 
review of some of the more impor- 
tant factors associated with the sue-

Spray Early. No factor in chemi- 
cal weed control is more important 
than early treatment. Weeds exer! 
their maximum effect in reducing 
crop yields during the very early 
stages of crop growth. Besides, 
weeds are more easily killed when 
young, and therefore less chemici! 
ig required. In chemical weed con- 
trol, “the early bird catches the 
w ”

ical MCPA is less injurious than 
24-D to small grain crops. For 
maximum effectiveness in weed 
control, as well as in crop safety, 
use MCPA on oats and flax.

FARM INCOME 
STILL TOO LOW 


Farm net income in Alberta in 
1958 has been placed at $249.7 
million by the bureau of statistics. 
Based on the latest census figures 
this means that after paying oper- 
ating expenses and = depreciation 
the average farmer in the province 
received around $3,000 for his own 
wages and those of his family, as 
well as interest on his investment. 
This works out at only $250 a 
month — a pretty slim wage. 

Of course, averages don't mean 
much, for there are many farmers 
whose units are too small to offer 
an economic operation and many 


of these would realize no net in-| 


Others, with a more 
profitable operation, would have 
well above average. 
But by the time interest on invest- 
ment, a legitimate charge against 
is calculated and deducted 
the average earnings of Alberta 
farmers last year was much lower 
than almost any other type of 
wage earner in this country.
